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ROYALTY IN OUR ARMY AND NAVY. 


“AMERIOANS OF RoyAL Descent” is the catchy 
title of a portly volume recently published by 
Robert Clarke and Oo., Cincinnati. Briefly, it isa 
collection of genealogies of American families 
whose lineage is traced to the legitimate issue of 
kivgs. That such genealogies as these did exist in 
England we were well aware, but it is somewhat 
of a surprise that they should be brought to light 
and published in America. Nearly all of the 
old family names in this country that we have 
been accustomed to associate with Republican 
ideas, and with the War of Independence, are dis- 
eovered in this book. But what is of especial inter- 
est to the readers of the JourNAL is that there are 
many of their brother officers—Army and Navy— 
descended from monarchs of the old world. Just 
what a Royal descent is can better be explained by 
reproducing from *“ Americans of Royal Descent” 
the outline of one of the pedigrees, and to do this 
we selected that of Maj.-Gen. Fitz-John Porter. 
Every pedigree in the book, by the way, begins with 
a king, but Gen. Porter’s descent is traced from a 
dozen—from Charlemagne, Hugh Capet, Alfred the 
Great, Dermod MacMurrough, William the Con- 
queror, Czars of Russia, Kings of Jerusalem, Em- 
perors of Germany, Rings of Hungary, Italy, Sicily, 
Norway, Sweden, etc., etc. For instance: 

1, Edward I., King of England, had by his first 
wife, Queen Eleanor, only child of Ferdinand IIL, 
King of Castile and:Leon: 

2. Princess Joan d’Arc, who married Gilbert, Barl 
of Clare, Hertford and Gloucester, and had:

K. G., 8d Earl of Warwick, and had by her:

Nevill, K. G., created Earl of Westmoreland ; Earl 
Marshal of Eagiaod, aad had: 

7. Margaret de Nevill, who married Richard, third 
Lord Scrope, of Bolton, and had: 

8. Sir Henry, 4th Lord Scrope, of ‘Bolton, who 
married Elizabeth, daughter of John, Lord Scrope, 
of Masham and Upsal, and had: 

9. Sir John de Scrope, K. G., 5th Lord Scrope, of 
Bolton, who married Joan, daughter of William, 
Lord Fitz-Hugh, and had: 

10. Eleanor de Scrope, who married Sir Thomas 
Wyndham, Knt. and had :

Luttrell, Kat. of Dunster Castle, and had:

This pedigree is here only given in outline, but in 
Americans of Royal descent itis given with much 
detail and dates, as in fact are all others. 

Descents from other Kings for Gen. Porter are 
shown by carrying back the line of descent of Presi- 
dent Chauncy, of Harvard College, through six gen- 
erations of Chauncys to Sir William Chauncy, Knt., 
of Shirpenbeck, whose wife was a daughter of Sir 
Roger Bigod, Kat., and then through several gener- 
ations of Bigodsto Hugh Bigod, Earl of Norfolk, 
one of the (25) Barons chosen to enforce the obser- 
ances of the Magna Charta, whose wife was a grand- 
daughter of Princess Eva, daughter of Dermod Mac- 
Murrougb, the last King of Leinster, in Ireland, 
A. D. 1074, a grandson of Diarmaid, the 177th Mon- 
arch of all Ireland! In another line Gen. Porter’s 
Royal descent is given through Sir George Speke, 
Knt., who married, as above, E.zabeth Luttrell, 
from Edward ILI., King of England. 

In a similar manner there are given in Americans 
of Royal Descent, the descent from royalty of Dan- 
iel French Dulaney, lieut., U.S.N., who was dropped 
from the Navy in 1855; Dulaney Forrest, lieut., 
U. 8. N., and his son, Dulaney A. Forrest, who 
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was dismissed in 1861; Capt. Bladen Dulaney, U. 8. 
N., who diad in 1856; Col. Wm. Dulaney, U. 8. M. C., 
who died in 1868; Capt. Edward Carter, Zachariah 
Forrest, U. 8. R. 8.; Moreau Forrest, lieut., U. 8. N., 
who died Nov. 24, 1866; French Forrest, U. 8. N. 
and C. S. N., dismissed April 19, 1861; from the Plan- 
tagenet Kings of England and Capuchin Kings of 
France. 

George A. Whiting and Prentiss M. Whiting, U.S. 
Vols., are described as descendants of William the 
Conqueror, King of England. 

The late Gen. Ranald S. Mackenzie and bis bro- 
thers Alexander 8. and Morris R. 8S. Mackenzie,of the 
Navy, are described as lineal descendants of James 
I, King of Scotland The late Rufus K. and 
John K. Duer, of the Navy, were descendaaots 
of “ Lord Sterling,” Gen. Alexander, of the Conti- 
nental Army, and through} him also traced their 
ancestry to King Robert Il. William the Con- 
queror, David I, of Scotland, and Henry [ of France, 
were aucestors of the late Gen. Meigs, Quartermas- 
ter General, and John F. Meigs, of the Navy. 
Rear Admiral Montgomery was also of the same 
Royal descent. The late Captain George F. Lind- 
say, U. S. Marine Corps, was a descendant of 
the Stuart Kings of Scotland. J. Mayhew Wain- 
wright, of the Navy and Robert P. Wainwright, 
lst lieut., 1st Cav., sons of Comdr. Wainwright, 
were descendants of the Plantagenet Kings of Eng- 
land, as was also their cousin, Gen.; Wm. Nelson, 
who was killed in the Civil War. Gen. Darling, 
of Utica, is descended from a long line ofj French 
monarchs beginning with Charles le Martel. 

From King Edward III of England was descended 
Col. Harry Paxton, Jr., of Mexican War fame. Col. 
Harry Peyton, Inspector General, C. S. Army; Col. 
Robert L. Y. Peyton, C. S. A.; and the *“‘gallant Col. 
Harry Peyton,” of the Continental Army; also 
Col. John B.and Briscoe G. Baldwin,’.C. 8. A., of 
Va.; and Capt. Thomas D. Rawson, of Staunton, Va.; 
“Fighting Bob” Bruce, Robert I, King of Scot- 
land, was an ancestor of Major-Generals Thomas 
and George Cadwalader. Col. John A. and Gen. 
Alfred W. Ellet, U.S. A., have their lineage traced 
from King Alfred the Great. Descended from 
King Robert Bruce and King William the Con- 
queror are the heroes of the Confederacy—Comdr. 
Sidney 8. Lee, Gen. Fitzhugh Lee, Gen. Robert E. 
Lee, Gen. G. W. C. Lee, Gen. W. H. F. Lee and Col. 
L. H. Marshall, U. S. A; and from King Louis VIII, 
of France, Col. Jas. R. Herbert, C. 8S. A., and Capt. 
W. W. W. Bowie. Alfred the Great, King of Eng- 
land, is one of the many royal ancestors of the 
Presideut, Gen. Benjamin Harrison. Col. Aaron 
Burr, of Revolutionary fame, a cousin of President 
Harrison, was also a descendant of the great Al- 
fred. 

Col. “‘Sam.”’ Ward and Gen Nathaniel Greene, of 
the Continental Army, were descendants of Henry 
I, of France. Capt. G. B. Overton, U. 8. 
Army, who resigned from the Army July 
25, 1865, was descended from Robert Bruce 
as was also Dr. George Clymer, U. S. Navy. 
Edward I, of Eogland, was an ancestor of Lieut. 
John Taylor, U. S. N., and Col. James Taylor. The 
Livingstons, of New Yurk, in the Army and Navy, 
were descendants of King John, of England. De- 
scended from King Edward III, of England, through 
his son Lionel, Duke of Clarence, the Mortimers, 
Cliffords, Lowthers, etc., were Maj.-Gen. Cleborne, 
C.S.A-, who was killed in the battle of Franklin, 
and Surgeon Cleborne, U. 8. N. 

Henry If, of England, Henry I, of Navarre, Al- 
phonso VIII, of Castile, and Louis VIII, of France, 
were the Royal ancestors of Col. Wm. Brooke- 
Rawle, of Phila., Gen. Sam’! Ringgold, and of the 
wives of{Col. Geo.W. Hughes, Col. Frisby Tilghman 
aod Maj. Edw. Canby. 

Kdward III, of Eogland was the King from whom 
was descended the Colonels Byrd, of Va., Roger 
Jones, Inspector General, U.S. A., Rich. L. Page, 
U.38. N., Hugh N. Page, Capt. U.S. N., dismissed 
April 19, 1861, and the wives of Adjt. Gen. Roger 
Jones, Dr. Glover Perin and Maj. Thos. Swann. 

Henry I, of France, was an ancestor of Col. Win 
tbrop Hilton, Jr., Cols. Winborn and samuel Ad- 
ams, Col. Jonas G. Dudley,Col. Lorin B., Col. Steph- 
en and Dudley, and of the wives of Gen. Henry 
Dearborn and Col. Sam’! Folsom. 

King Alfred the Great and King William the Con- 
queror are amongst the Royal Ancestors of the late 
Col. R.S. La Motte, the late Gen. C. E. La Motte and 
Col. W. A. La Motte. 

Mrs. Mahan, wife of Alfred T. Mahan, U.S. N., of 
N. Y., has her ancestry traced to the Plantage- 
net Kings, as also bas the wife of Dr. Horwitz, U.S, 
Navy. 

Mrs. Henry, wife of Col. Guy V. Henry, U.S. A., 
is a descendant of The Conqueror, as is also the 
wifeof Wm. J. McCiuney, U.S. Navy, the wife of 
the late Paymaster Buchanan, U. S. N., and the late 
Gen. Wheat, C. 8S. A., and the wife of the late Dr. 
Fife, late U. 8. N. 

The late Gen. Johu B. McIntosh has his lineage 








traced to Scotch Monarchs, as also has Mann Ran- 


dolph, U. 8. N., and the wife of Gen. John Pegran,. 
Princes of Orange were amongst the|Royal ancestor 
of the Rensselaers of N. Y., in the Army and 
Navy. 

The Arctic Explorer, Dr. Kane, U. 8. N., and Dr, 
J. K. Kane, U.S. N., although of Irish Extraction, 
had Henry the Fowler, Emperor of Germany and 
Duke of Saxony for an ancestor. 

The wives of Col. Jas. G. Benton, U. S. A., of 
Dr. Wm. N. Suter, U.S, A., and of Chaplain C. 8, 
Stewart, late U. S. N., are descended from James I, 
of Scotiand. 

Rhodri-Mawr, King of All Wales, 870 A. D.,was an 
ancestor of the Generals Cadwalader, of the wife of 
Gen. Sam’! Ringgold, of Admiral Ringgold, of Capt. 
Schley, of Dr. Potts, U.S. and ©.S. Army, of 
Capt. W. C. McCall, late U. 8. A., and Capt. Sam'l 
Dickinson, late U.S. A. 

Malcoim-Canmore, King of Scots, was an ancestor 
of Col. Thos. D. Claiborne, Capt. Felix Claiborne, 
Capt. David A. Claiborne, Gen. F. Leigh Claiborne, 
Major Wallis Claiborne, and of the wife of Capt: 
Thos. G. Townsend, U.S. A. 

Gens. John and Henry Whiting, Col. John, Col. 
Levi and Capt. Timothy Whiting are put down as 
descendants of King Edward I. 

The late Comd. Boyle was a descendant of Niall 
the Great, King of Ireland. His daughter was the 
wife of Gen. Thos. 8. Sedgwick. 

The late Col. Duncan A. Pell, of N. Y., was also of 
Royal descent. 

Admiral Goldsborough and his brother, the com- 
mander, were the descendants of the Irish King 
Dermod MacMurrough, as also were the wives of 
Gen. John Lane Gardner, Gen. Isaac F. Quinby and 
Gen. Moore-Wetmore and Gen. Dr. Samuel P, 
Moore, C. 8S. A. 

Chaplain J. Lee Watson andj Gen. John Winslow 
were descendants of David [. of Scotland. 

From Edwyp, a King of Saxons in England, 
came Commo. Woolsey and Gen. Woolsey. 

The lineage of the wife of Col. R. B. Ayres, U.8.A., 
is traced to the Stuart Kinge of Scotland. 

Col. Peter Penn-Gaskell Hall, U. S. A., besides be- 
ing a descendant of the founder of Penney!vapia, is 
a descendant of a long line of Kings, as were also 
the wives of Washington Irving, U.S. N., and Dr, 
Quinn, U.S. N. 

The Welsh Monarch, Rhys ap Tudor-Mawr, was 
an ancestor of Dr. E. F. Corson, U.S. A.; of the wife 
of Gen. Isaac J. Wistar, of Philadelphia, and of Col, 
Owen Jones. 

The Irish Monarch, Lughaidh-Maccon, was an an- 
eestor of Col. John P. Nicholson, U. 8. V., and Col. 
Robert N. Scott, U. S. A. 

Robt. Leuright Browning,of the Marine Corps, who 
was lost with the Levant, was a descendant of the Con- 
queror and of a score of the Magna Charta barons: 

Chas. Lowndes, late of the Navy, wasa descendant 
of Alfred the Great, as was also his aunt, the wife of 
the first Secretary of the Navy, B. Stoddert, and 
his cousip, Lieut.-Gen. Ewell, C.S. Army. The gal- 
lant Comdr. Hopkins, brother of “The Signer” 
Hopkins, was descended from the Plantagenets, as 
was also Capt. Beverly Kennon, killed on the 
Princeton in 1844, and Lieut. Kennop, U. 8. and C. 
8S. Navies, who was aubsequentiy an officer with the 
Khedive. 

Comdr. Artbur Sinclair’s wife, Comdr. Wm. OU. 
Whittle’s wife and Gen. John H. Cocke were also of 
this distinguished lineage. Lewellyn the Great, 
Prince of Wales, was one of the Royal ancestors of 
Col. Louis H. Carpenter, U.S. A. 

King Robert Bruce Bruce was the ancestor of 
Major O. H. Boyd, of the Coast Survey; Capt. Ed- 
ward D. Boyd, U.S. V.; the late Robert Boyd, 
Comdr., U. 8. Navy. 

Col. John D. Kurtz, U. 8. A., was a descendant of 
King Edward III. Governor D. B. Penn, Gen., 
Cc. 8S. A.; Gen. T. T- Mumford, C. 8S. A.; Col. W, 
P. Mamford, OC. 8. A., and Major John H. Clai- 
borne, whose daughter is the wife of Gen. Buckner, 
M.C. The late Major-Gen. Joho Pope and his wife 
were both descendants, in{different lines, from Al- 
fred the Great. . 

Robert [ (Robert Bruce,) of Scotiand, was the 
Royal ancestor of the two wives of Admiral Sands, 
of the wife of Comdr.‘:Conover, of the wife of Chas 
G. Ridgeley, U. S. N.; of the wife of ex-Secretary 
of the Navy Hunt, of the wife of Admiral Turner, 
of Gen. Wm. Palmer, of Rear Admiral Palmer, of 
the wife of Saml. N. Benjamin, U.S. A; of the wite 
of Gen. Robert Anderson, of Fort Sumter fame, 
and of the wife of John R. Madison, late U.S. N. 

This list of Royal Descents in the Army and Navy 
could possibly be much extended by more careful 
reading of Americans of Royal Descent. Aside 
from its genealogical features, it is a very entertain- 
ing work. It is the best of books to show “ who’s 
who” in America, and as only a small edicion was 
printed it will soon become a bibliophilic curiosity.

ABOLISHING THE SIGNAL CORPS, 


MAJOR GENERAL SCHOFIELD has this to say con- 
cerning Mr. Proctor’s proposition to abolish the 
Signal Corps: 

As a general principle of military organization, it 
mistake to establish or maintain a staff corps of the y he 
so limited in number of officers as not to give fair field for 
selection for advancement to the highest grade, or reason- 
ably rapid promotion, yet not too rapid, from the lowest to 
the higher by seniority. These difficulties cannot be obvi- 
ated weil in the present small Signal Corps; yet the duties 
of that corpsareso much inthe nature of a specialty, 
with which the officers of other departments of the staff 
and of the line of the Army can not be familiar, that it is 
peroees better to continue the Signal Corps organization 

n time of peace with a view to its expansion for the very 
enlarged service that must be requjred of it in time of 


war. 
Iam not, therefore, prepared at the present time to sug- 
est approval! of the proposed measure to abolish the Signai 
rps. It would be better, perhaps, at least for the present, 
to continue its existence. making reasonable provision. as 
sgaqestes in the proposed bill, forthe regular promotion 
of the officers thereof up to the highest grade exclusive of 
the chief, and for eelection from the corps of an officer to 
fill the place of chief when that becomes vacant. Yet, in 
this connection, I think it would be wiser to provide that 
the selection may be made from the Army at large instead 
of from sv small a number of officers as now constitute the 
Signal Corps. This is, of course, without reference to the 
qualifications of the present officers, because the provision 
of the law looks to some future contingency of a vacancy 
occurring at the head of the corps, 

The House Military Committee concurs in these 
views in the main and has brought in a bill having 
for its object the changingfof the rank of the Chief 
Signal Officer, whenever a vacancy shall occur, 
from that of brigadier-general to that of lieuten- 
ant-colonel, and the reduction of the number of 
first lieutenants by one, thus leaving in the corps 
the officers belonging to it at the time such vacancy 
might happen. This will result in a decrease in the 
expenses of this corps of about $3,000, which is 
nearly one-tenth of the pay of the officers thereof. 
_ The committee are of the opinion that the corps 
is not large enough in time of peace to justify the 
appemtment of a Chief Signal Officer of the rank 
of brigadier general, when that position shall be 
made vacant by the death or retirement of the 
present distinguished officer who now fills it, and 
that the Sign ——— &s constituted in the bill will 
be amply efficient for the duties u upon a

**Deep Sea Soundings. a brief account of the work done by 
the U.8. 8. Enterprise in Deep Sea Sounding during 1883- 
1886, by Capt, A. 8S. Barker, U.S. N. New York: John 
Wiley and Sons.” 

During this voyage the Enterprise circumnavi- 
gated the giobe. hree maps accompany this ¢ol- 
ume, one by Lt. Morris, U. 8S. N. Navigator, show- 
ing the soundings taken in the Indian Ocean; an- 
other by Lieut. Adolph Marix, U. 8. N. Navigator, 
giving the soundings in the South Pacific; the third 
by Lt. Marix, showing the soundingsin the North 
and South Atlantic Ocean, including those taken by 
Lieut. Norris on the outward voyagein 1883. The 
greatest depth found was 4,929 fathoms in West In- 
dian waters, and the least 110 fathoms between the 
Cape de Verde Islands and Cape Town, South 
Africa. A plateau was located between New Zea- 
land and the Chatham {fslands, which tends to 
confirm the tradition that a fisherman once anchored 
between these two groups, well ont of sight of land. 
Two submarine peaks were discovered by the En- 
terprise in the South Atlantic and an extensive sand 
bank seven hundred miles from the coast of South 
America. The sounding apparatus at first used was 
the Sigsbee Improved Sir Wm. Thomson’s, and sub- 
sequently, when this one was injured, a new one, 
designed by Chief Engr. H. D. McEwan, and manu- 
factured by the mechanics on bvard ship. The 
method of taking the casts was somewhat different 
from those adopted on the Tuscaroraand Blake. 
Yarticular mention is made by Capt. Barker of the 
intelligence, zeal and devotion to duty of Lieut. 
Geo. A. Norris, Lieut. Adolph Marix and Chief 
Engr. H. D. McEwan. 








ORDNANCE NOTES. 


Speaking of the Chicago exposition, the London 
Enginecr says: ‘It may safely said that no great 
exhibition has been so nearly completed six months 
before the opening day as thisis. In fact we have 
seen several—for instance that of Vienna in 1873—in 
which the buildings even were not ready on theday 
of inauguration. Here all the principal depart- 
ments are ready to receive exhibits, the heavy ma- 
obinery is being put into position and the boilers for 
the motive power are all on the ground, and nearly 
all erected and in working order. The most back- 
ward are some of the buildings intended for separ- 
ate exhibits; for instance, that of Krupp’s Gun 
Factory, which is only just being commenced. A 
120-ton gun, which will form part of Messrs. Krupp’s 
exhibit, has already left Essen for Chicago. The 
total weight of this gun, with carriaze, etc., com- 
plete, will be 275 tons. The steamer Gardapee, car- 
rying to Baltimore from Hamburg the first consign- 
ment of Krupp’s exhibit, the carrisge and frame 
for the 124-ton gun, two more gun frames, an 85-ton 
traversing crane and considerable machinery, has 
just arrived at Baltimore, after being out about one 
month. The doubt as to Krupp’s exhibiting ap- 
pears to have been due to the delay in getting 
ready the building where his exhibit is to be. Other 
exbitors are in the same doubt.” 





The setting of the jacket of the 13-inch B. L. 
rifie in the wrong position on the tube raises a per- 
plexing problem as to how to remedy it. It was at 
first proposed to use an hydraulic apparatus, but 
it was found that one built especially for this pur- 
pose would be required. The rifle has now been 
placed in a gun pit, and stands in a vertical posi 
tion. About the jacket is arranged material for 
heating it and the tube by meaus of an oil biast, 
and when sufficient heat has been acquired to ex- 
pand both a stream of cold water will be worked 
up in. the tube with the hope that it will contract 
the tube and allow it to drop down in the jacket 
and fitin proper position. In the event of a failure 
in this undertaking a contrivance has been arranged 
near the end of the tube, with rings on either side, 
through which an appliance is to be placed to use 
pressure and force the tube downward. If this last 
resort is unsuccessful the jacket will have to be cut 
away from the tube, causing a loss of $14,000 to the 
Government.

Gen. Wheaton telegraphed Capt. Chase expressing 
his thanks and congratulations for the capture of 
the bandit leaders. 








CAPTAIN A. L. HOWARD.

THE PROPOSED CHICAGO ENCAMPMENT. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

THE proposition to send Regular Troops to the 
World’s Fair at Chicago is opposed by General 
Schofield on the ground thatit will interfere with 
the fall manceuvres. Is this objection tenable? 
Why not concentrate enough of troops to make the 
display at Chicago, and after that put them in camp 
under command of a general officer for field instruc- 
tions? It is universally admitted by the officers who 
took part in theinstruction given by Brig. Gen. Mer- 
ritt at Chilocco in 1890, that it was the most i*struct- 
ive and produced better resultsthan anything that 
has taken place since the war. I was a participant 
in'Gen. Merritt’s operations at Chilocco, I served 
through the war, but am free,to confess that l 
learned a great deal at Chilocco. Gen. Merritt gave 
us to understand that we were the first division of 
an Army Corps in the field, that exercises we could 
bave in garrison, cut no figure in field duty. Conse- 
quently the only things in that connection that we 
did was to bave guard mount and the necessary 
camp guards. Orders were issued every evening, 
giving the movements to be carried out the ensuing 
day. These orders were communicated by the regi- 
mental commanders to their subordinates with the 
result that when an officer started out in the morn- 
ing he had a fair idea of what was required of 
him 


Regimental commanders were required to send to 
Division Headquarters (Gen. Merritt), a detailed 
account of the part taken by theirregiments in the 
movements of the day. These reports were care- 
fully scanned by Gen. Merritt, and his criticisms on 
them were read each Saturdlay morning to the offi- 
cers of Infantry at Brigade Headquarters (Col. 
Snyder’s). The Cavalry criticisms were read at the 
Headquarters of the 5th and7th Cavalry. For good 
work, instruction, anda knowledge of field duty 
requirements, Chilocco was a success. 

Now, why should not this be repeated at Chicago, 
or in coz.mp near that city. lt will be a grand chance 
to bring together many regiments of the Army, 
and it certainly will be beneficial to all. 

If this plan is considered feasable by the War De- 
partment it should be made known to the regimen- 
talcommanders at once. They all take pride in 
their regiments and willdo everything in their 
power to make the display and drill a credit to the 
Service and the country. CRESCENT. 








SUNDRY CIVIL BILL. 


THE Sundry Civil Bill reported to the House on 
Wednesday, Jan. 18, contains the following items of 
interest to the Services: 

Armories and arsenals, $110,750; artificial limbs 
and appliances for soldiers, $77,000; Artillery School, 
Fort Monroe, $5,000; Chickamauga and Chattanooga 
Park, $100,000; homes for disabled soldiers, $2,353,163; 
Infantry and Cavalry School, Fort Leavenworth, 
$1,500; ee peg of military posts, $200,000; ex- 
peoees of military convicts, $3,000; Mulitary Prison, 

In connection with the appropriation for artificial 
limbs the following proviso 1s inserted: 

And the act entitled “An act te amend section 
4787 of the Revised Statutes of the United States,’ 
approved March 3, 1891, be, and the same is hereby, 
repealed, and said section 4787 1s hereby 1e-enacted, 
to read as follows: meer officer, soldier, seaman, 
and marine who was disabled duringthe war for the 
suppression of the rebellion, in the Military or 
Naval Service, and in the line of duty, or in conse- 
quence of wounds received or disease contracted 
therein, and who was furnished by the War Depart- 
ment since the seventeenth day of June, 1870, with 
an artificial limb or apparatus for resection, who 
was entitled to receive such limb or apparatus since 
said date, shall be entitled to receive a new limb or 
apparatus at the expiration of every five years 
thereafter, under such regulations as have been or 
yoo be prescribed by the Surgeon-General of the 

Tmy.

boats has decided against the use of this form of 
fuel. Outof ten cans of petroleum experimented 
with under the conditions in which they would be 
placed on board torpedo boats, eight became ignited 
from concussion after twelve shots had been fired 
upon the armor plate protecting them. Mr. Wey) 
refuses to accept this conclusion. In an article in 
the Debats he says: “The advantage of the liquid 
fuel spray isso great for increasing speed witnout 
having recourse to forced draught, as well as by 
reason of its smokeless consumption, and the ease 
with which the heavy oils are stored and supplied, 
that, if the risk of ignition can be shown to be smal! 
and the advantages of the system are superior to 
its inconveniences, the French Navy will not hesi- 
tate to introduce this liquid stoking, in combination 
with the use of coal, even on board torpedo boats, 
Often in the French Navy bara of iron at a red heat 
bave been plunged into certain heavy oils without 
ignition. There is no information as to what kind 
of petroleum was experimented with at Toulon, 
nor as to the natural degree of inflammability of 
the oil. In large ships the oil would be in a safe 
position if stored in a part of the double bottom, 
and the explosion of a shell in the liquid substance 
would be an occurrence of great rarity.

THE ARMY AND THE NATIONAL GUARD, 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journai: 


In all the plans for bringing the Army and the 
National Guard in touch with one another, it ha 
been the custom to send the Regular to inspect and 
supervise the militiaman. So much go has re- 
sulted from this that it might be well to consider 
the advisability of sending, wherever practicable, 
the Guardsman to see bow the Regular performs his 
routine duties, so that be may jearn from the latter 
all he can to his advantage. Would it not be very 
much to his advantage to be permitted to be present 
and to take part in a certain number of drills, par. 
ades, inspections, and other tours of duty? This 
privilege could only be extended to those living 
near Army posts, and in these cases the duties could 
be very well performed by officers of the National 
Guard without materially interfering with their 
business. They could leave their offices in time to 
attend evening parades, or afternoon drills, and 
guard duty could be performed on Saturdays and 

undays. Unless it were contemplated paying these 
officers for the days they performed such duties, no 
legislative action would be necessary. [t would be 
sufficient for the proper authorities to give permis- 
sion, establish regulations governing the matter, and 
extend existing regulations as regards saluting, 80 
as to include all officers of the National Guard when 
in uniform—not a bad thing to do anyway—now 
tbat the Natioual Guard has the respect of the 
Army. Cannot the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL agi- 
tate this matter ?

A CLOTHINGJALLOWANCE FOR THE NAVY, 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal:

THE SCANDAL AT FORT DOUGLAS. 


We have been fully informed concerning the cir- 
cumstance which have led to the trial by Court- 
martial of 2d Lieut. Capers D. Vance, 16th [nf., but 
have not thought it best to cularge upon them pend- 
ing Le decision of the court.

The charge and specification are as follows: 
“ Obarge—Conduct unbecoming an officer and a 
gentleman, in violation of the 6let Article of War. 
“ Specification—In that 24 Lieut. C. D. Vanoe, 16th 
Inf., did unlawfully enter the quarters of Ist Lieut. 
W. H. Johnston Jr., 16th Inf., while the said Lieut, 
Johnston was on detached service at Bellevue rifle 
range, near Omaha, Neb., and did enter the bed- 
room of Mra. Lucille Wilkinson Johnston, while the 
said Mrs. Johnston was asleep in bed, and did theu 
and there attempt to assault the sald Mrs. Lucille 
W. Johnston, and did not desist frum such attempt 
until frightened away by the alarm raised by the 
said Mra. Johnston. 
“This at Fort Douglas, Utah, between 3.30 and 
4.30 o’clock A. M., Sept. 2, 1892." . 

The testimony preset at the trial shows that at 

about 44. m., while Lt.W.H.Johnston, 16th Inf., was 
at Bellevue Rifle Range, Neb., Mrs. Johnston was 
waked by aman who was pomses her and attempt- 
ing to get into her bed. She screamed for help, and 
the man, after an ineffectual attempt to get out a 
window, ran downstairs and escaped through the 
front door. He was seen by a servant who has tes- 
tified that he wore what resembled an officer’s unl- 
form. 
Lieut. Vance’s watch was found in the road; 
though not in front of the house, still in the direo- 
tion indicated by footprints of the man. Other 
evidence poip to Lieut. Vance. He was calied 
before some officers and charged with the crime. 
He made no adequate defence, so was told he must 
staad a Court-martial or leave atonce. He offered 
to leave, was given money for that purpose and 
left the same day, promising never to return. Sub- 
sequently, leave of absence for three months was 
obtained for him. He attempted to transfer, and, 
failing, tendered his resignation, asking for three 
months’ extension. It was not noted, nor his re- 
signation accepted. He did not demand a trial un- 
til he knew it was a necessary result. 

The defence produced no witnesses before the 
Court. Lieut. Vance’s case was conducted by Dis- 
trict Attorney Varian, who closely cross-examined 
the witnesses. The defendant's presence in Lieut. 
Johnston's house was denied, but in the attorney's 
argument, which was an quocesier'y on and in- 

enious one, it was argued that i e Court be- 
lieved he was there, then they must conclude that 
his physical condition was such as to make him un- 
conscious and irresponsible

NAVAL APPRENTION TRAINING SYSTEM. 


THe annual report of f. M. Bunce, U. 8. N., 
on the work of training the naval = 
Newport shows the excellent results of the system 
followed t The object sought by the changes 
introduced into the system have been attained, “re- 
sponsibility is fixed, an accurate knowledge of each 
apprentice is obtained, and the bad material of 
each division can be removed before mischief is 
done. Emulation in drills, exercises, and even con- 
duct has arisen within divisions, benefiting all. In- 
struétion bas been confined tosquad and division 
exercises. No individual instruction has been given 
and there have been no dress parades or other gen- 
eral exercises attempted. Yet when required, as on 
Decoration Day and at the parade at the inaugura- 
tion of the Governor of Rhode [slaud, the senior 
divisions have been able to most creditably take part 
in processions ” In testimony of this a 
letter from the Governor is cited. 

Coming to the station at uncertain intervals and 
in uncertain numbers during every mosth of the 
year, the divisional system collects a certain num- 
ber, 108 apprentices, and keeps them together under 
the same officers and instructors throughout their 
training. Every exertion is made to have this in- 
struction and training thorough, never losing sight 
of its object to fit the apprentice for the Service, to 
make a man-of-war’s man of him, and to get the 
average standing of the division as high as possible 
in every branch. Boxing has been dropped. Gym- 
nastics, the Roberts system, has been daily taught 
and practiced by all. Measurements taken of the 
boys on their reception here and ——- quarterly 
by the surgeons proye the great benefit resulting 
from this change. The surgeon reports the result of 
third measurements to be an average change, as fol- 
lows: Period of time, six months—Girth of neck, % 
of an increase; girth of chest, 13¢ inches increase; 
chest expansion, }¢ inch increase; lung capacity, 15 
cubic inches increase; waist, no change; hips, % of 
an inch increase; shoulders, % of an inch increase; 
arms, % of an inch increase; legs, { of an inch in- 
crease, and that the difference observed between the 
first and second measurements is greater than be- 
tween the second and third. The responds 
favorably and rapidly to the new conditions under 
which the boy is living and to which he has sud- 
denly eome, the tone of the physique is changed 
for the better, the skin bas gained color and firm- 
ness, and thereis an evident change in quality of 
texture both of skin and muacle. The discipline has 
steadily improved. Seventy-five per centum of the 
apprentices have received no more severe punish- 
ments than demerits. 


ASSIGNMENT OF MAJOR O'REILLY. 
New York, Jan. 21, 1893. 
To the Editor ofjthe Army and Navy Journal : 


Tae reference in your issue of Jan. 21 to the as- 
sigament of a successor to Col. Heger as attending 
surgeon in Washington, D. C., is too brief to givea 
correct idea of the facts in the case and a more de- 
tailed statement seems necessary. 

Col. Heger was retired for age Dec. 4, 1892. The 
preceding epring a leave of absenve for four months 
was granted him to take effect about August 1, at 
which time Maj. Mosely, fresh from a Western tour 
of eight years and thereby entitled to an Eastern 
station, was per li lected by the Surgeon 
General and ordered to report to the attending sur- 
geon with a view to bis later assignment to full 
charge of the office. Before the wishes of the Sur- 

eon Genera! could be carried out, the Secretary of 

ar sent word to him that he had been comnpetiod 
by political pressure to assign Maj. O’Reilly to duty 
as attending surgeon. This was a thunderclap to 
the Surgeon General who protested most vigorously 
against it on the grounds that it was a violation of 
established rules, an injustice to Maj. Mosely, that 
Maj. O'Reilly had but recently tinished a seven 
years’ tour in Washington and had not yet com- 
pleted bis Western tour. Moreover his assumption 
of duties so near the Surgeon General’s Office was 
not desired. 

Nevertheless the order was issued, but, as a slight 
concession to the [Surgeon General, its execution 
was delayed until Dec. 15. Latein November the 
Secretary postponed the order until Jan. 15, and 
again in the latter month directed that it be post- 
poned until further orders, which is regarded as 
tantamount to its revocation. The article referred 
to stated in conclusion that Maj. O’Reilly would re- 
new the “fight” on the accession of the incomi 
Administration. Such are the facts from which 
those interested can draw their own conclusions. 

The prevailing sentiment among officers of the 
Arwy is that the time honored custom of equalizing 
Hastern and Western tours of service between medi- 
cal officersis a good one and works fairly in all 
cases. Departures from this rule, as can be readily 
undoreteot. must confer benefits and privileges to 
some at the expense of others, and for this reason it 
is evident that confusion, injustice and demoraliza- 
tion must result from medical officers using politi- 
oal influence to secure choice details.

personal favors and the bringing to bear of social 
or political influence upon the secre to attain 
such ends is clearly a contravention of orders and 
should subject the officer resorting thereto to dis- 
Spieery treatment. A state of Army discipline 
which permits a junior officer to defy the authority 
of his Chief with impunity and triumph over him 
by 8 political intrigue is indeed lamentable, and 
those who best know Mr. Cleveland's independence 
and fair mindedness do not believe;that he will per- 
mit any thing of the kind.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


It was rumored at the Navy Department last 
week that the Boston has been ordered to San Fran- 
cisco, but itis believed that the news is somewhat 

remature, for it is not likely that Honolulu will be 

eft without an American war vessel at this critical 
oe in the affairs political at that far-away king- 
em. 

THE office of the secretary and treasurer of the 
Navy Mutual Aid Association has been removed to 
the Navy-yard, Washington, on account of the 
double duty being performed by Paymr. Rand, the 
officer holding the position. The various business 
meetings, however, will continue te be held at the 
Navy Department. 

IF the report of the recent unpleasant experiences 
of the Alliance at - is confirmed, the name of 
Samoa will receive still another “‘ black eye,” and 
the wrecks already credited to that fateful harbor 
came perilously near having an addition to their 
number. The Alliance will probably be condemned 
to linger in “rotten row ’”’ at Mare Island as soon as 
she arrives at that station. 

In considering the question of new vessels of the 
Navy the House Naval Committee will havea num- 
ber of new and interesting types of fighting crafts 
to discuss. Among these may be mentioned the 
Folger ram, with its short calibre high explosive 
guns,the modified Vesuvius with the pneumatic gun 
as a torpedo thrower, the Berdan semi-submarine 
ironclad Destroyer, and the semi-submarine boat 
designed by Mr. John P. Holland, of Newark. The 
latter was given a hearing by the Committee on 
Tuesday of last week. This boat is described in a 
measure pending before the Committee as an ar- 
mored cruiser submarine boat capable of beginning 
an attack from a mile distance and also of attack- 
ing with submarine torpedoes at close quarters. 
The inventor desires to have his design submitted 
to competition with the Berdan or any other vessel 
of the coast defence type, and asks that $300,000 be 
appropriated for the construction of the vessel de- 
cided by the Secretary of the Navy to be the best. 
Gen. Berdan’s semi-submarine boat is a modifica- 
tion of his ironelad Destroyer, the designs of which 
was laid before the Naval Committees last year. 

Tue Vallejo Times says: “The San Francisco 
police are on the lookout for 35 men who have de- 
serted from the U. 8. 8. Adams inside ef a month.”

-a full set of excellent photographs of the Monterey 
during her recent trials in San Pablo Bay, which 
are of the greatest interest, for they show, more 
graphically than usua!, the tremendous amount of 
water displaced by a craft of the Monterey's type 
‘when going through the water at speeds varyin 
from seven fo thirteen knots an hour. A solid wall 
-of water seems to threaten the total engulphment of 
all the forward part of the vessel. At the stern, too, 
the water seems in imminent danger of boarding 
the ship, but beyond the water from forward the 
after part of the vessel is as dry as could be expect- 
ed. In this connection it is interesting to note the 
experience of the San Francisco on her trial trip. 
A question arose regarding the height which the 
water was forced at the bow by the premress of the 
vessel at aspeed of over nineteen knots. Careful 
measurements showed that the “bone” which the 
ship carried at that speed was not less than seven- 
teen feet above the sea level at the bow. This was, 
-of course, in perfectly smooth water, and is no 
gauge of the height to which the waves are flung in 
& seaway at high speeds. 

Tue new U.S. practice cruiser Bancroft arrived 
at Newport, R. I., Jan. 20. Up to Jan. 26 her official 
‘trial trip had not been made. On Jan. 23a prelim- 
inary run of eight trips were made over the course 
at twelve, thirteen, fourteen and one-half and fif- 
teen knots. Fourteen and one-half knots were made 
with 215 revolutions of the propeller and fifteen 
‘knots with 224 revolutions. Thirteen knots were 
‘made easily,and at twelve knots the boiler was 
able to carry more than enough steam, the furnace 
-doors being open. The engineers considered this a 
favorable showing. Aer official trial trip took place

VOLUNTEER BREVETS. 


Iy a recent communication to Congress, Maj.-Gen. 
Schofield submits the following reasons why bill 
S. 2699, as amendei to include volunteer brev d 
passed by the Senate, should not become a law: 

Volunteer brevets were conferred under authority of the 
act of March 3, 1863. There were very few volunteer brevets 
conferred until after the close of the war. They were then 
given freely and indiscriminately, without much regard to 
their dates as compared with each other, and ina great 
many cases without consulting, or any reference to, the 
official records, upon personal applications of the or 
of their friends. They wereevi y only asin 
the nature of certificates of honorable service, without any 
reference to the relative rank con‘er by them. If the 
proposes action of the Senate becomes a law, aad volunteer 

revets beid by officers now in service have the same force 
and effect as brevets ef the regularservice, many officors of 
inferior rank will hold brevet rank far superior to tbat heid 
by others bolding much higher positions and of more dis- 
tinguished service. Tais, of course,can net have been in- 
tended by the Senate. 

On the other hand, the question of conferring ar 
Army brevets for service ia the war was one which was 
very carefully considered. [no 1866,three boards of distia- 
guished officers were appointed forthe pu of co 
ing this question and to make recommendations. The re- 

ta boards tilustrate the care that was exercised 
and the attention given to the imp nee of 
and show pretty clearly the complications that will be ikely 
to ensue in case the Senate bill, as amended, omes a law, 
and in case future legislation shall make brevet rank an im- 
portant factor in the military ervige, 

Another objectionable feature of the amendment is that 
which proposes to give the same force and effvot, in the 
United States military service, toa commission issuéd by 
the Governor of a State as to one conferred, under the Oon- 
stitution, by the President. As to this feature it must be re- 
membe: that— 

(D The War Department bas no official record of the 
brevets conferred by the Governors of States upon their 
volunteers who are now in the Army. 

(2) It might be a pertinent inqairy what the effect of the 
proposed law would be in respect to these State 
should the President, under the law (Stats. at Large, 

457), in the future assi, ficers “to duty or co 
rding to their bre rank, when actu engaged in 
hostilities."

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Tae Berlin Militir-Wochenblatt has a long 
article upon the invention and improvement in 
armor plates, with description of experiments in 
England, etc. The conclusion of the whole matter 
is that the Harvey process of nickel steel plates 
produces by far the best results yet reached. The 
production of the Harvey plates is, we are told, all 
the more creditable to the United States because 
experiments in armor are of such recent date here. 
The Wochenblatt thinks that the introduction of 
Harvey armor will produce far-reaching changes 
in shwp construction and immensely increase the 
tactical and strategic value of ships of war. For 
instance, in the United States, ships of war instead 
of nickel-steel plates of 457 mm. thickness will 
have the Harvey armor of only 355 mm. thickness, 
a saving of over twenty-two per cent. Besides, it 
will make it possible to use the old war vessels by 
refitting them with Harvey plates. Without doubt, 
we are told, the Harvey armor will soon enter other 
navies. The Russian Navy Department has already 
ordered plates for experiment from the firm of 
Vickers, and they will be tested in St. Petersburg 
before the close of the year. Now the artillerist 
must turn attention to production of shot that will 
not break up against the surface of these plates. 
Possibly, as our contemporary suggests, the Harvey 
invention already poiots the way to this result. The 
Wochenblatt says : ‘‘ The probabilities are that in 
this direction also the United States will take the 
lead. In their prudent, fertile and strong enter- 
prise in almost every branch of naval matters, it is 
well worth the trouble to watch the progress of 
maritime progress and the rapid growth of the new 
navy in the United States.” A well-instructed ob. 
server may to-day find in the United States a larger 
opportunity for observation and experience in all 
that pertains to the development of whatever is 
of interest and importance in naval mat'*'® than 
in most of t! e oldest marine 3's tes. 





ANOTHER ARMY OPINION. 


Ir is never safe in practical matters to trust to 
theories. However sound these may be in them- 
selves it is only by experience that we learn how 
far theycan wisely be reduced to practice. We 
are disposed, therefore, inthe matter of Army re-. 
form to give speeial attention to the opinions of 
officers in actual contact with troops. They may 
not know as much of curative methods as some 
who advise them, but they are nearer to the 
patient and may be able to furnish testimony asto 
the actual effect of the treatment upon his parti- 
ealar system. We last week published the opinion 
expreased by an officer commanding troops, as to 
actual effect upon the Army of recent reformatory 
legislation. We follow with another opinion from 
a similar source. Referring to the recommenda- 
onsof Ol. Hagheson the subject of retirement 
for enlisted men appearing in the JourNAL of Jan, 
14, our correspondent says: 

‘* The recommendations of Col. Hughes, concern- 
ing, re-enlistments are all wrong. Veterans have 
given up the Service pretty fast of late years, and 
the Cavalry arm has suffered very much in conse- 
quence. Without entering into all the details of 
inspection, and the difficulty encountered in mak- 
ing average cavalrymen in three years, from our 
recruits, I feel justified in saying that fifty good 
cavalrymen in a second enlistment, would be more 
valuable for service than one hundred men as they 
come and go under the present system of purchase, 
and paying premiums to take discharge at the end: 
of three years service. The old soldiers are very 
valuable in every way. They keep alive a knowl- 
edge of field service and regimental traditions very 
beneficial to every organization. 

‘*The modern tendency seems to be to make ma- 
chines outof men, who are to be run rapidly. 
through short service to leaven over sixty millions: 
of their fellow citizens. Nothing makes good 
soldiers until the men have had service, and 
in active campaigning the rapidity with which or- 
ganizations become valuable, is much accelerated 


before. There is a deep rooted feeling of disap- 
pointment in the line of the Army amongst officers 
and men which the casual inspector does not fath-- 
om. We are heartily sick of foolishness. We- 
recognize that there have been a few clear headed. 
gentlemen near the fountain head who have worked 
while others have theorized, yet our cup of bitter- 
ness has been filled to overflowing many 
times of late years. The ‘ better class’ 
which was to supersede the veterans driven 
out by the coldness of official censure, has consisted 
of here and there an aspirant for a commission. It 
seems that some of these who could not sufficiently: 
impress their worth on their superiors to be promo- 
ted to non-commissioned officers are now to be pro- 
vided witb opportunities to show aby they are fit 
to be officers, even if the grade of corporal has 
not been conferred upon them. I: is the law and: 
we abide by it; that it raises the standard or 
changes the ‘class’ if there be such distinctions. 
here, is not so far admitted. 

** As a troop officer it has appeared to me that 
much official action of late years, under the guise: 
of helping the enlisted man, as we persist in offi- 
cially calling our soldiers, has resulted only in ir- 
ritating and discouraging him. Personally I be- 
lieve the Army would be benefited by offering a 
bounty of fifty or une hundred dollars to erery 
man re-enlisting with an excellent character. This. 
is less than the cost of a recrait, and the average 
troop commander would prefer a man of that kind: 
to two recruits. Ia all honesty, if we discourage 
re-enlistments we should do away with the unfair- 
ness which we are compelled to repeat each month. 
when twelve and a half cents 1s deducted for the 
wealthy home which men will not be allowed to enter. 
Let Regulars be composed of men who make soldier- 
ing the main business of life, and let us urge the 
States "to pass uniform laws requiring every young 
man to put in three years in the National Guard. It. 
is a duty young men owe for the blessings of liberty 
which they may yet be called upon to uphold, 
and the large number of partially trained men. 
would soon make a showing, whereas the leavening 
by discharges from the Army would never be per 





ceptible. The Army is not worrying about the pre-- 


by the presence of men who have had real service: 
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sence of a few old soldiers, but there is one great 

weight bearing them down which the members of 
the Inspector General’s Department might rectify. 

I refer to the mass of moss-growao rubbish called 
papers, which in all reason ought to be reduced to 
a simple business basis. No business man could 
enter any department of the Army and by applica- 
tion of common sense and business rules conduct 
the paper work so as to pass successfully the scru- 
tiny of the clerks im the next office above. The In- 
spector General's Department is composed of offi- 
cers of long and varied service, and to them 
we must look for relief, since the root of the 
evil is too deep for casual criticism to do any good. 

While on the subject of the soldier, let me beg that 
seme one who has enough influence to change regu- 
lations may undergo voluntarily a few nights’ check 
roll call, in order to learn the true feelings of all 
the good men who are roused every night at 11 
P. M. by havinga lantern turned on their faces to see 
if they are asleep, and then remember that this is to 
benefit a few men who wish to stay up late. With 
great respect for the opinions of all others, I say 
encourage the old soldier, for the man who buys 
his discharge is not a regular’. 


THE ARMY REORGANIZATION BILL. 


Tue Artillery-Infantry Reorganization bill is at 
last on the House calendar. From the text of the 
bill, as printed elsewhere, it will be seen that it is 
@ very diferent measure from the one passed by 
the Senate last session. As was anticipated in the 
JOURNAL, the House Military Committee did not 
take kindly to the proposition to skeletonize the 
four extra companies of each regiment. The Oom- 
mittee adopted instead the proposition of Chairman 
Outbwaite reducing the number of infantry regi- 
ments by four, thus condemning Mr. Proctor’s 
measure as well as bis arbitrary and illegal order af- 
fecting the existing organization of the Army. 
War Department authorities are not very well 
pleased with the prospect of a reduction of regi- 
ments, but it is understood that General Scho- 
field would rather accept the loss of four regiments 
than to miss legislation giving the much desired 
three battalion feature. According to the 
report of the Military Committee the proposed 
substitute for the Senate bill will result in the re- 
duction of 77 infantry officers and a net saving to 
the Government of $117,210 per annum. This will 
toueb a weak spot witha ‘‘retrenchment and re- 
form” House, and the bill will probably be passed 
im qaick order if once taken up for consideration. 
It will then rest with a conference committee to ad- 
just the differences between the two Houses. It 
remains to be seen whether an agreement can be 
reached before the close of the session which is 
now rapidly waning. The chances are that the 
bill will die with the session. 

The bill provides for seven regiments of artillery 
with not more than twelve batteries each. This will 
add to the artillery two colonels, two lieutenant colo- 
nels, six majors, twenty-four captains; will reduce 
the number of ist lieutenants fifty-three and in- 
crease the number of 2d lieutenants five. In the 
infantry there will be a reduction of four colonels 
and four lieutenant colonels, an increase of thirty 
eight majors, an increase of two captains, and a re- 
duction of sixty nine 1st and forty 2d lieutenants. It 
imereases promotion in all grades in the artillery and 
in all grades in the infautry below the rank of lieu- 
tenant colonel. Altogether there will bea net re- 
duction of 155 in the number of subalterns 
to be provided for, and there will be an increase of 
forty-four majors and twenty-six captains to 
brighten their prospeets by early advancement. The 
majors of artillery will have a more cheerful pros- 
pect before them, whilejthe hopes of promotion on 
the part of infantry majors will be clouded with 
gloom. 

Tux first dismissal in the commussioned force of 
the Navy since Ensign Ormsby lost his commission 
in 1890 has just occurred. The unfortunate officer 
is Oommander Henry L. Johnson, late vommand- 
ing officer of the Mohican, who was recently 
tried at Mare Island, Oalifornia, on the following 
charges: 

Charge 1. Through neglige outestas a vessel of the 
Nav; to be run upon a rock aod hazard 
Charge 2. Vielation of paragraph 145, ane 51, of the reg- 


ulations for the government of tue Navy of tne U. Ss. 
« Charge 3. “Oulpable negligence in performance of Tote: 














There was one specification to each charge, the 
Specifications to charges one and three reciting his 
failure to come on deck and assume management 
of the ship at a time when it was known that the 
vessel was in a dangerous latitude, and that the 
charts on board were imperfect. Specifications 
to charge No. 2 recites bis failure to order sound- 
ings to be made when it was known that the vessel 
was in an uncertain position. Commander John- 
80D was proved guilty of all three charges and 
sentenced to be dismissed the Service, the Presi- 
dent, on the recommendation of the Secretary of 
Navy, approving the proceedings, findings and 
sentence on January 10. 








THE General Deficiency bill reported to the House 
on Jan. 20 contains items of appropriation aggre- 
gating $391,358 and $52,503, respectively, to supply 
deficiencies under the War and Navy Departments. 
The principal items under the War Department are 
$25,000 to meet a prospective deficiency in mileage 
for the current year; $390,000 for back pay and 
bounty claims. The deficiencies under the Navy 
Department are mostly small, the principal items 
being for clothing, bounty and pay of the Navy and 
Marine Oorps. 





THE papers report that Comdr. Batcheller, U.S.N., 
has failed to pass his physical examination for pro- 
motion, and it is presumed that he will have to re- 
tire as a commander after haying served in that 
grade for fifteen years. The law provides that 
officers of the Army and officers of the Marine 
Corps who are found physically disqualified from 
causes incidental to the Service when ordered to 
examination for promotion ‘shall be retired in the 
higher grade to which they would have beén pro- 
moted.” It would seem only just to apply the same 
principle to the Navy. It is hard to see why it 
should be discrimimated against in this respect. 





PRIVATE advices received in Washington confirm 
the press despatches from New York stating that 
Ool. D. S. Lamont is to be Secretary of War. We 
learn from a personal intimate friend of Mr. La- 
mont that he has been offered the choice of the 
War, Navy or Post Office Departmenr, and that he 
has decided te accept the War Department, because 
his health would not permit him to undertake the 
more arduous labors appertaining to the other port- 
folios. The gossips are all at sea about the Secre- 
tary of Navy. Various names have been mentioned, 
including Senator McPherson, Representative Her- 
bert, Proctor Knott of Ky., and Patrick A. Oollins 
of Mass., but even the quidnuncks have not gone so 
far as to say that any one of them has actually been 
slated for the position. Mr. Al. Fietcher, who ably 
served Secretary Whitney as private secretary dur- 
ing his ad ministration, is spoken of as a probable 
successor to Mr. Soley as Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy. 
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NoOIWITHSTANDING its action in recommending a 
further reduction in the Army Pay Oorps, the Sen- 
ate Military Ccmmittee, as a compliment to the 
President, promptly reported favorably the nomi- 
nation of Maj. E. J. Halford, the President’s pri- 
vate secretary. Confirmation immediately followed, 
and Maj. Halford is now, or will be as soon as his 
commission is received, a full fledged paymaster. 
He will continue on duty at the White House until 
March 4. Maj. Halford will not be entirely with- 
out experience in his new duties. As paymaster’s 
clerk to Maj. Wm. ©. Lupton during the war he 
gained a good knowledge of paymasters’ accounts, 
which will serve him well in his new position. The 
devth of Col. Rucker gives the President an oppor- 
tunity to appoint another paymaster, but in view 
of the action of the Senate Military Committee in 
recommending a further reduction in the corps it is 
considered doubtful whether he will fill the vacancy. 
As intimated in the JOURNAL two weeks ago, the in- 
tention was to make several appointments to the Pay 
Corps before March 4, the candidates being already 
picked out, but as there is serious doubts about 
their confirmation it is believed now that the ap- 
pointments will not be made. 








§ EVERAL enconiums have been passed by the press 
upon the gallant and energetic co-operation of 
Colone] Loomis L. Langdon and the men of the ist 


Artillery at Fort Hamilton atthe fire on Wedines- 
day near that post which destroyed the Grand View 
Hotel. Time and again daring the past qaarter of 
a century we have had occasion to praise the troops 
throughout the country for their ability as firemen 
under the Army system of fire drill. The Herald 
well says: ‘‘Colonel Langdon and his three hundred 
soldiers did a noble act, although sticklers for mili 
tary et'quette may think that such an occupation 
was beneath the dignity of Government troops.” 
Nothing is beneath the dignity of troops when the 
opportunity offers for doing a public service. Their 
motto is ‘ semper paratus,” and it is in tiige of 
emergency and danger that their high qualities are 
shown to the best advantage. 








Tue action of the Presidentin mitigating the un- 
expired portion af the sentence in the case of Col, 
Charlee E. Compton, 4th Cav., will be received with 
approval by the Army atlarge. Theonly regret is 
that the action was not taken before. The prevail- 
ing opinion is that Col. Compton was unjustly pun- 
istied for the Fort Walla Walla affair, and that there 
was more truth than the authorities cared to ad- 
mit in Co’. Compton’s statement that the insubordi- 
pation of his men was due to orders issued from 
Washingten rather than from any lack of attention 
to duty on the part of officers at Fort Walla Walla. 
It is understood that the President contemplates an 
investigation of the sentenco in the case of Maj 
C. B. Thockmorton, 2d Art., before the close of the 
present Administration. 





Tue Kaneas City Times quotes Captain G. A. Dodd, 
84 U. 8. Cavalry, as recommending that the present 
restrictions on soldiers marrying be removed, or be 
so far modified as to sanction the marriage of that 
class of men who intend remaining in the Service a 
number of years, and that suitable quarters be pro- 
vided for the families of the married men.” This 
might entail a larger expenditure than anticipated, 
but still there isa large number of officers still in 
the Army who would have no wbjection to seeing the 
marriage restrictions removed, and the old regue 
lation authorizing four laundresses to each troop. 
battery and company restored. 








A Kansas City Times correspondent writes: “Ser- 
geants, and even first sergeants, may be lacking in 
education and yet render very excellent service tn 
the po-itions which they occupy. What kind of a 
sergeant-msjor would an uneducated man make? 
Are brainsand education to be disregarded in fixing 
upon rates of remuneration in the Army? There i® 
no non-commissioned officer in the Army occupy- 
ing a moreimportant position than that of sergeant- 
major or quartermaster-sergeant. They are rank- 
ing non-commissioned officers. Both on account of 
the services they render and on account of their 
rank their pay should be the highest given to any 
warrant officer. They should receive not less than 
$50 per month.” Few will dissent from this propo- 
sition. 





Tue King of Siam appears to bave fourad a novel 
employment for his troops. The Siam Free Prese 
reports the recent issuance of an order from Siamese 
military headquarters directing that the troopsia 
garrison at Koh-si-chang shall be employedin kill- 
img flies. Each man, says the order, wust exert 
himself to the utmost and capture each day at least 
@ match box fall of bluebottle flies, or be punished 
in default. The Press, commenting on this, says: 
“The Siamese warriors will have their hands full, 
and are not to be envied. The pity is that the troops 
were not exercised in some evolution by which the 
nimble enemy may be annihilated at one stroke. 
However, with our new colonels, we have sufficient 
military talent to guarantee the success of some 
strategy by which the grand army of bluebottles 
might be destroyed, and at the same time a very 
coveted decoration well earned—Commander of the 
Fiy-Catchers in Ordinary to H. M.S. may yet be 
eagerly competed for among Siamese military men.” 








Tue proposed rank of General Greely's successor 
continues on the downward grade. When the pres- 
ent session of Congress first opened, the House Mili- 
tary Committee brought in a bill giving the chief 
‘ foer, upon the retirement of General Greely, the 
rauk of colonel. Last week the committee recon- 
sidered its action and reduced the rank to lieuten- 
ant-colonel. This week tae Senate Military Com- 
mittee gives the House Committee one better by 
bringing in a proposed amendment to the Army 
Appropriation bill reducing the rank to major. 








Many requests reach us for our opinion as to whick 
is best for the Army at large, the modern “‘ general 
meses" or the old “ company mess." We have oare- 
fully noted the several views pro and con, and are 





forced to the conviction that for the line of the 
Army the company mess is preferable. ra 
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We are in receipt of a printed circular presenting 

a very effective argument in favor of an increase in 

pay of certain noncommissioned officers of the 

Army. Sergeants of the Post Noncommissioned 

Steff, though inferior in rank, all draw more pay 

(¢34 CO per mouth) thata Sergeant-Msj or ($23.00 per 

month); even a private, whose intelligence finds a 

fimit in the ability requisite to drive a team, or mow 
alawn, by obtaining an extraduty detail in the 
Quartermaster'’s Department, receives a larger re- 

muneration for bis services than does a Sergeant- 
Major. The duties which a Sergeant-Major has to 

perform make it impracticable for any other non- 

commissioned cfficer to hold a higher position than 
he does. In order to fill this high aad honorable po- 
sition he must possessa good moral character, so- 
briety, intelligence of a high grade, and the strict- 

est integrity, athorough knowledge of the numer- 

ous intricate orders, papers, forms, etc., connected 

with all the Departments of the Army, and finally 

an intimate and intelligent acquaintance with the 
Drill Regulations. In order to render faithful and 
efficient service to the Government, he must devote 
his whole time and energies to the duties of his po- 
sition. No other soldier in the Army has such re- 
sponsibilities or is so constantly on duty. This is 
true in nearly equal degree of the Regimental Quar- 
termaster Sergean‘, who is next in rank to the Ser- 
geant-Ms jor, and receives the same amount of pay. 
His duties, especially in the fleld and on the marc), 
are arduous; require quick perception, great apti- 
tude, and carry with them much responsibility, 
equal toif not exceeding that of a Post Quarter- 
master Sergeant, who receives $11 more per month, 
though inferior inrank. H's position requires 
man possessing unusual capacity for work, special 
qualifications and executive ability, who is trust- 
worthy and reliable. Men poesessing the character- 
istics mentioned can, and do easily, obtain lucrative 
situations and offices of trust in civil life. Conse- 
qieutly, when their terms of service expire (if not 
already discharged as privileged to be under exist- 
ing orders) they compare their positions in the Army 
with what they could command at a very consider- 
able iucrease in pay in civil life and conclude not to 
reinlist, but to take their services toa market where 
they will bringa higher price.” This statement 
suffiziently shows the injustice of the bill which 
proposes to reduce the pay of aman,in case he 
should be promoted from lst Sergeant to Sergeant 
Major from #34 a month to $30. The Sergeant Major 
should receive not less than $59 a month. This would 
seoure the o?atinued service of effizient men in a po- 
sition where their exparience is most of all needed. 





Tur New York Times expresses the opinion that 
the recent action creating vacancies in the Pay Do- 
partment of the Army “ points the moral again, 
that if the pending bill reserving to line officers the 
vacancies in the grade of paymaster with the rank 
of maj»r were now @ law, these coveted appoint- 
mente would not be available for distribution in the 


way proposed.” 





Tue Army and Navy Gazette states ‘on what ap- 
pears to be very good authority,” that the visit to 
Eagland of the King of Italy with a squadron of 
men-of-war, which was postponed last year in con- 
sequence of the death of the Duke of Clarence, will 
take place during the ensuingsummer. The Ga- 
zette says: ‘“‘ Our corresondent, who writes from the 
South of France, states that the fleet will come to 
Eagland on its way to the United States for the 
Columbus festivities at New York. A rumor is 
eurrent at Spezzia that the squadrons which are to 
represent Great Britain and Italy respectively will 
probably proceed from Portsmouth to Bermuda 
and thence to Hampton Roadsin company.” Our 
contemporary does not state whether the King is to 
eross the Atlantic. We shall be glad to welcome 
him in the U aited States. 





Tue statistics of the recent Presidential election 
show that there was an increase of about eighteen 
thousand in the popular vote for Mr. Cleyeland in 
1892 as compared with hia vote in 1888. In 1888 it was 
5,536,242. In 1392 it was 5,551,685. The popular vote 
between the three principal candidates was dia- 
tributed in 1892, sectionally, as follows:

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THE MILITARY ACADEMY. 


ist Lecture of the Butterfield Leoture Course at Union 
College. September, 1892—The West Point Military Aca- 
demy : Its foundation, history and purposes; its course and 
system of trai ning. Its unwritten code of honor, and the 
penefit of its training and discipline for any vocation in 
life. What it has done for the country in both military and 
civil life. W bat of it may be common to all educational in- 


stitutions. 
By Gen. P. S. Michie, Prof. of Mathematics and Dean 
of the Faculty of the West Point Military Academy. 


The above lecture, recently delivered before the 
faculty and students of Union College, constitutes 
one of the most valuable of late contributions to 
the discussion of educational methods. It is sin- 
oerely to be desired that this address may ultimate- 
ly be given to the public as literature because of 
ite masterly exposition of a notably successful mode 
of training youth. 

Had no further end been contemplated than that 
of arousing an appreciation for the vigorous course 
of study uired of the officers of the U. 8. Army— 
an appreciation sure to beget confidence and — 
pathy among college graduates destined doubtless 
some day to occupy infiuential positions where it 
may be of vital importance whether they regard 
our Military School with the favor manifested by 
Washiogton and Calhoun, or with the hostility dis- 
played by Secretary Eustis—the effort would on 
this ground alone have been well justified. 

But more than this was evidently intended, and 
more than this must certainly result. The methods 
so successfully pursued at West Point suggest much 
that is fundamental in any educational scheme, 
much that might be applied with advantage to 
other than striotly military academies.: 

The ideal presented was attractive frem many 
points of view, and the cag of the lecturer was 
anticipated: “If the true object of education be 
the concurrent and co-ordinated development of 
the physical, the intellectual and the moral natures 
of youth, how can weimprove on the system here 
outlined ?"’ and there was probably little dissent 
from the conclusion that, even if war were to dis- 
appear entirely and finally still ‘as aseminary of 
sound learning and instruction it (the age 
Academy) will always deservedly oneed a big 
place in the educational system of the land.” 

A Military Academy is, we think, more fortunate 
than a college in the simplicity and definiteness of 
the conditions which its course is expected to sat- 
isfy. It is easier to formulate the essentials of train- 
ing for a definite profession like the Army than to 
decide what is necessary to fit a student for that 
vague something which is called lifeand which may 
mean any art, any occupation, any station. 

It is aleo easier to enforce a system of instruction 
and discipline, that is from the outset sure to be a 
part of the subsequent career, than to enforce one 
that is advocated mainly as a general tonic. Inde- 
finiteness of aim on the part of the student and the 
consequent comprehensiveness of the usual college 
— greatly complicate the problem of civil edu- 
cation. 

Still, certain features of both the civil and the 
mili training are the same. Both should em- 
brace the whole man—the physical, the intellectual, 
and the moral nature—and in the culture of the in- 
tellect stress should be laid on teaching how to 
think and how to express thought rather than upon 
the mere acquisition of information. Further, cer- 
tain habits, such as punctuality, industry and ac- 
curacy, should result from both. 

Here, p, the advantage of ‘a definite occupa- 
tion in view from the start is obvious, for the Mili- 
tary Academy can secure its training of the ra- 
tional faculty,in the very matters that are essential 
to the equipment of the officer, while the college 
must often employ subjects in themselves of little 
value to the specific life work of its graduates. 

The emphasis placed by the lecturer on the char- 
acter and work of Superintendent Thayer as a force 
affecting all the subsequent history of the Academy, 
whioh in details as weil as in general outline, he re- 
gards as to-day only the mature development of 
the system which that eminent educator built up 
between 1817 and 1882, indicates the great and en- 
during power of individuality and the vast import- 
ance to any institution of having at its head, espe- 
cially in the plastic period, a man of lofty character 
and of signal ability. Nor wit less of a tribute to 
Superintendent Thayer to show his wisdom in the 
choice of such eminent assistants as Davis, Courte- 
a A Mahan and others equally illustrious. 

he Tp mee of physicai training at the academy 
is easily solved. The rigid entrance examination 
excludes all but the best material. The academy 
has charge of diet and sicep and employs the vari- 
ous exercises that constitute the routine of the sub- 
sequent life of the soldier. The results are matter 
for national pride, and are, as the General puts it, “a 
handsome tribute for the trifling exactions of sys 
tem and regularity.” In our colleges the depart- 
ment of physical culture is now generally well 
equipped and under skilled management. f is in 
fact so strong that fear is sometimes expressed that 
lt may overshadow the intellectual work. Still it 
can never make as good a showing because it can 
not exclude the physically inferior who may be men- 
tally competent,and regard for bodily training man- 
ifests itself as yet too much in rejoicing over the 
spasmodic efforts of a very few to obtain inter-col- 
legiate victories over which tbe great majority of 
undergraduates and alumni can be be phenae etrn | 
jubilant. In the matter of — and graduated 
culture of the entire membership, the colleges 
can learn much from West Point. 

The mental training at the Military Academy is 
characterized by simplicity and thoroughness. 
Specially noteworthy features are: The small num- 
ber of subjects pursued at one time—generally not 
more than two per day; the small size of the sec- 
tions—not more than twelve cadets; the length of 
the recitation—one hour and a half; the use of the 
text book ia preference to the lecture; content- 
ment with a very exact and thorough knowledge 
of fundamentals in each branch, and the establish- 
mentof such a paoe that all except those who 
wr ag an industrious habit are hopelessly left

These are all excellent features, and for sub-uni- 
versity work for youth between the ages of sixteen

Again the maintenance of any just pocqerses be- 
tween the increase of students and the increase of 
instructors is a serious difficulty in the colleges. As 
a rule the sections are at the very least twice as 
large as they should be for really effective work. 
The best results can be attained only when every 
man is called up every day. 

Wherever the subjects admit, and elementary 
subjects always do admit, the advantages of the 
text book is overwhelming. Its use is economy for 
the student—he is not compelled to make his own 
book; it is economy for the instructor—he can di- 
rect his energies to the elucidation of that which 
the student is unable to do without his aid. 

The bane of education in general is superfici- 
ality, smattering, a knowledge of fragments 
of a subject. No one should be un- 
less he not only knows considerable about a 
subject, but also grasps it as a connected 
whole, and has such facility in the command of 
its essentials that he can make any desired appli- 
cation. This is the only uaintance that can 
justly be called a knowledge of a subject, and ap- 
prenticeship should not end untilit has been se- 
ry 


ured. 

The man who can only work fitfully is not well 
trained. The babit of steady work is as valuable as 
the specific art studied. It is in fact an art of itself. 
Indolence and procrastination are more serious de- 
fects than dullness. Work has value nut at any 
time, but when it is wanted, and proper training 
must enforce this truth. If a system coddles men 
and facilitates self-indulgence itis justly censura- 
ble. It is not a suitable preparation for life. 

We, of course, express our individual yiew, but we 
cannot thank Gen. Miohie sufficiently for his forci- 
ble statement of the worthy example of the Mili- 
tary Academy in regard to the — upon which 
we have here been irresistibly led to dilate. The 
course of the Academy may rigorous, but it is 
wise, for it reinforces weak human nature at just 
the points where it most needs to be strengthened. 

The scope of the military education is admitted 
to be somewhat narrow. It embraces mathematics 
and science but lacks the humanities. It teaches 
how to think, and how to acquire, classify and test 
facts. 1t gains in intensity what it lacks in compass. 
What it does it does well and herein lies its com- 
mendation. ’ 

But the moral training is declared to be the most 
important. ‘* Whatever knowledge, intelligence, or 
wisdom, a man makes his own, these,"’ says General 
Michie, ** become merely the intellectual forms in 
which his interior affections reside, and by which 
they are put into expression and use.’’ 

Tne most powerful agency at this point is afirm- 
ed to be the esprit de corps of both school and army, 
which operates constantly and mightily in support 
of honor and integrity 

Here again the Military Academy has by the 
lecturer’s own admission a great initial advantage, 
in the fact that the cadet is preparing for the ser- 
vice of the whole people and -for a service inher- 
ently one of self sacrifice. 

College spirit, we may remark, has certainly im- 
proved much in recent years, but it must advance 
still further before it becomes ideal, 

For a very long period the college world was 
commonly regarded as a distinct portion of the 
universe, governed by laws entirely different from 
those which applied to the rest of humanity. 

it bad its unwritten code of honor, too, but it 
supported customs that were barbarous and man- 
ners that were boorish. Acts that were character- 
ized by harsh names in society at Jarge, and for the 
repression of which severe punishments were de- 
vised by law, were committed without shame b 
young men, who in every other relation of life lai 
strenuous claim{to the title of gentlemen. And this 
period of ours? was by strange irony called a 

reparation for life,and four years of such privi- 
eged misbehavior was suppo to pass as a dream 
without leaving any permanent traces in subse- 
quent character. 

The worst of this is happily a thing of the past, but 
it explains why the college spirit is not more ad- 
vanced. it explains why the elder alumni are so 
proud of repeating in the presence of undergradu- 
ates the story of 5 that have only feeble 
counterparts in modern college life. 

We are, it seems to tne writer, approaching stead- 
ily and surely, that condition of self government 
among undergraduates, which is so ppily, de- 
scribed by the lecturer as one in which the evil-dis- 
posed men “are left on the outskirts of those inti- 
macies that bring the finer men together” until 
they are either cured or eliminated. 

Many of the disciplinary methods of the academy 
are of course inapplicable to the freer life of the 
college. The genius of college government tends 
to move away from minute regulations and super- 
vision as fast as the under, uate sentiment be- 
comes enlightened on the subject of self-control. 
The ultimate requirement of the college is the same, 
but its tests are applied less directly. For instanoe: 
Study hours are no longer prescribed, but neglect 
eventually shows itself in the class room and when 
it is obvious that a student’s continuance in the 
college would not result in good to himself, and 
would be harmful to others his privileges are ter- 
minated, as under like circumstances they would 
be in well-regulated society everywhere. Severit 
that in earlier days would have produced revolts, 
now ee in as simple justice in the case of both 
the student who suffers and the student body that 
is preserved from unwholesomeness. If then the 
honor of the class be not yet quite so fully — 
ed as that of the corps, its | state must 
attributed in large measure to an unfortunate body 
of tradition from which it is rapidly setting iteelf 


The West Point Military Academy is to be con- 
gratulated upon the high rank and worthy influence 
of its educational ideal; upon the illustrious record 
of its graduates, and upon the possession of so able 
an expositor of its theory and practice as the pres- 
ent Dean of its Faculty, whose lecture we have had 
the bonor thus imperfectly to review.

ARMY MUTUAL AID ASSOCIATION. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


As ons who has for a long time been an earnest 
advocate, seeking to advance the interests of the 


Army Mutual Aid. Association, the foll facts 
are commended to the attention of those emep 
connected therewith who have adv conduct- 


ing its affairs upon sound “ business” principles. 
The investigation revealing these facts was t 
about by the advent at the 
surance agent, and in to persuade a young 
officer to place $3,000 of his contemplated insurance 
withe the Army Aid, which was met with the fiat 
assertion that “in the first place it did not Ping to 
join the Aid, and in the second place he not 
propose, as a young officer, to contribute to the in- 
surance of old officers of greater rank and much 
better able to pay for their insurance than he was 
to pay for his.” 

The first proposition is established as follows: At 
age of 22 the expectation of life ie 62 years of age, 
and an endowment poley of $3,000 payable at 
the retirement age of 64 oan be had for 45 an- 
nual premium, the 42 premiums amounting to §2,- 
370.90. The value of this policy at maturity will be 
not less than $7.000, therefore, for the sum named this 

oung officer will not only secure an insurance on his 
ife of from $3,000 to $7,000, but upon retirement he will 
also have the latter sum in cash with which to pur- 
chase the quarters he will lose upon retirement. O2 
he other hand, if he joias the Army Mutual Aid, 
ander its present method of assessments, and say an 
verage of 16 a year, he will for the same od of 
time have to pay $2, for which he will get noth- 
ng but an insurance of $3 000a ese. 

Asto the equity of the Army Mutual Aid, it is phot 4 
apparent to any one investigating the subject the 
any ussociation disregarding the rule of equity will 
repel instead of attracting members. It is also quite 
as evident that if it disregards the law of mortality 
it does so at its greatperil. It must charge $7.01 for 
sees of insurance, for one year, on a life at the age 
of 20, besides an equitable amount for expenses ; 
when that life has attained the age of 40, the sum of 
$9 96 must be charged; at 80, itis not safe to charge 
less than $135.01, and at 90, for $1,000 of insurance, 
for one year, the sum of $311.28 must be charged. 
Or, taking periods of five years, as is done in the as- 
sociation, we should have for a $3,000 benefit, as 
compared with the actual assessments, say sixteen 
per annum :

From which it appears that\juoder the present 
rate of assessment, the old officers of high rank and 
large pay, with family educated and provided fer, 
will never have to pay more than three times the 
assessment that the young officer has to pay, with 
little rank and pay and all of the burdens of life 
still confronting him. Yet at the age of 85-00 the 
mortality risk of the former officer is more than 35 
times that of the youngster of 22, and his assessment 
must of necessity be exactly proportioned to his 
mortality risk if the association is to be a success in 
the years to come. 

This table indivates the want of equity, as well as 
the danger of the present rule of assessments. Un- 
til after the of 60 years the assessments are 
much greater than they should be, after this age 
they are less than they should betoa most aston- 
ishing degree, and this, too, in the face of the fact 
that the excess of payments during the first period 
has provided no adequate reserve whatever with 
whieh to make good the inadequate payments dur- 
ing the latter period. In other words, as the Asso- 
ciation 1 now established, the very I reserve 
required to oa the old members must be contri- 
buted as a free -y bv the younger members, finan- 
cially less able afford this charity than are the 
old members to pay their just and equitable risks of 
insurance. This is not the part of wisdom, and most 
certainly it is not ** business,” and is commended to 
those members of the Association who advocate 
“ running it on business principles.” 

The first result of the application of these so-called 
business principles was to establish medical exami- 
nations and exclude those officers of poor heal 
Yet which would be the better “ business,” to carry 
an officer with one legin the grave at 84a year, 
when his risk is only $41.32, age 45-50, or to x 
healthy old gentleman aged 85.90 for $96, when his 
risk is $776.60? These mortality risks are from the 
actuaries’ table of le yt by no means as well se- 
lected a class as is that of Army officers. 

If the gentlemen who are so strongly in favor of 
“business methods” will get back to the original 
idea of a benevolent institution, admitting all off- 
cers, but each to pay assessments based upon the 
=y- mortality risk of the individual, there will

FIFTY-SECOND CONGRESS—SECOND SESSION 


Tux House Military Committee bas reported fa- 
vorably the bill authorizing the appointment of an 
associate professor of mathematics at the Military

be Military Academy appropriation bill. as re- 
pestes to the House Jan. 21, appropriates $430,992, 
ing $2,075 more tban the current appropriation. 
ln explaining the increase the com mittee, in its re- 
port says: ‘‘Tbe increase in the number of Con- 
gressional Districts by the late apportionment by 
Congress will cause a corresponding increase in the 
number of cadets at tbe Military Academy, the in- 
crease commencing in June, 1 is requires 8 
corresponding increase in the expenses of the insti- 
tution. This bill also provides for new furniture 
for tbat part of the new academic building which 
has already been completed. The bill also carries 
an appropristion for improvement of the water- 
worker, which is absolutely essential. The commit- 
tee bave scrutinized the «estimates very carefully 
and bave reduced their amount to the emallest 
amount consistent with the welfare of the Military 

Academy.” 

The following ie the text of the Artillery-Infantry 
Reorganization bill reported to the House on Tues- 
day last by the House Military Committee as a sub- 
stitute for the bill which passed the Senate at the 
last session : 

That the artillery force of the Army now authorized by 
law shal! be reorgan‘sod into seven regimentsof pot more 
than 12 batteries each. Each regiment of artillery sha)! con- 
sist of one colonel, one Lt. Col., three majors, twelve cap- 
tains, eleven Ist lieutenants, ten 24 lieutenants and the en- 
listed men authorized by law, which may be organized into 
batteries and battalions composed of such number of offi 
cersand men asthe President may direct; and the Presi- 
dent, ip nis discretion, may authoriz> the enlistment of bat- 
teries of colored men for service in any one or more of said 
regiments. 

Sec. 2, That the infantry force of the Army now author- 
ized by law shall be reorgaoiz>d into 21 regiments of not 
more than 12 companies each. Each regimentof infantry 
shall consist of one colonel, one lieutenant colonel, three 
maj rs, twelve captains, eleven Ist lieutenants, ten 24 lieu- 
tenants and the enlisted men authorized by law, which may 
be organized into companies and battalions composed of 
such numbers of officers and men as the President may di- 
rect; and tbe President in his discretion may authorizs the 
enlistment of companies of ludians in any oneor moreof 
said regiments not exceeding ten companies ia the aggre- 


gate. 

Sec, 3. That all original vacancies created or caused by the 
passage of this act shail be fliled by promotion and transfer 
of officers in the respective lines of artillery and infautry 
from the next lower thereof by seniority, according to 
length of service as commissioned officer in the regular or 
volunteer armies of the United States; Toat no 
officer who bas lost rank by the operation of sentence ‘of 
Court-martial or examining board shall by virtue of this 
act regain any rank so jos’; Provided further, That all pro- 
motions shall be subject to the examinution now required 








by law. 

Sec. 4. That the duties of regimental adjutants and quar- 
termasters shall be performed by lieutenants detailed for 
such duty. Thatno appointment to the grade of lat lieu- 
tenant sball be made until the Isat lieutenants now in the Ser- 
vice who become supernumerary by the reorganization 
herein provided for shall have been absorbed. That the of- 
ficers who become supernumerary by the reorganization 
herein provided for may beassigned to such duty connected 
with the military establishment as the President may direct, 
and shail not thereby lose theic right to promotion aod re- 
tirement under existing laws. 

Sec. 5. That the reorganizition herein provided for shall 
be effected as 8900 as practicable after Jan. " 

The numerous amendments to appropriation bills 
being presented in the Senate show the utter hope. 
lessness of securing special legislation through the 
means of independent meuvsures. Nearly all these 
amendments embody provisions of special bilis 
whioh are pending on the calendars, but whicb, 
owing to the lateness of the session, bave smal! 
chance of receiving consideration. Asa last resort 
the authors or friends of these bills have adopted 
the practice, very common in sbort sessions, of try- 
ing to engineer the measures through as riders to 
the appropriation bills. 

The method is rather a dangerous one for the Ser- 
vices, as they bave more than once suffered by the 
insertion of innocent appearing little items which 
were pushed through during the closing days of the 
session without tbeir full meaning being known ex- 
cept to the authors until it was too late to correct 
the damage. 

Still there are some very worthy propositions con- 
tained in the proposed amendments to the pending 
appropriation bills which the Army will be glad to 
accept whether it comes in the form of a special bill 
or as a rider toan appropriation bill. 

This is particularly true of the amendment to the 
Army Appropriation bill, recommended by the Sen- 
ate Military Committee, authorizing an increase of 

ay to non-commissioned ¢ fixers of the line as fol- 
ows: 

Sergeant m»jor, $30, regimenta! quartermaster sergean 
$30; Ist sergeaat, $3); sergeant, $20; corporal, $16; and al 
abail receive the jncreaseof pay for length ot service as 
povided by law. 


There is good reason for the action of the comm it- 
tee in endeavoring to secure the insertion of this 
item in the Army bill. The House Military Commit- 
tee baving pigeon-holed a separate bill of the same 
purport passed by the Senate last session, there is 
no other way of getting the eubject before the two 
Houses again. Some difficulty 1s to bs expected when 
the appropriation bill, with this provision, goes 
back to the House, but with the matter to be ad. 
justed in conference committee, there is a reasen- 
able prospect that it may finally prevail. 

Other items of spevial legislation proposed as 
riders to the Army bill by the Military Committee 
are as follows: 

That whenever a vacancy in the grade of brigadier-gen~ 
eral shail occur by reason of the death or retirement from 
active service of tne present Chief Sigoal Officer, said va- 
cancy shall not be filled, but said grade shall cease and de- 
termine and thereafter the Cbhiet Signal Officer ot the Army 
shall pave tbe rank, pay and allowanees of a major only.

Gen., who inspected and 
mustered some of the regiments, and whose report is also 
included in the above, says: “I ‘requentiy noticed unsteadi- 
ness and conversation in ranks at attention tolerated by 
commanding ofticers, and permitted to pass (apparently as 
matter of course) without rebuke by junior officers and file 
closers. I also noticed thet many companies were incorrectly 
formed. The manner and method of preparation for inspec- 
tion of knapsscks displayed lack of instruction and waot 
The shoes worn by Officers and men, in many 
cases, were not suitable for marching even under ordinary 
conditions of duty. If inspections and musters are combined 
with field davs I think the inspec'ions and musters should 
precede the field work. I fiad the attendance at company 
drills uncertain, irregular and meager, and that drills bardly 
ever last an hour and a half. I do not find that classes for 
the theoretical instructioa either of officers or non-com wis- 
sioned offi ‘ers are regularly held. Itis an unusual sight to 
find field officers in attendance officially at company drills. 
The books and records of eompanies, so far as I have ex- 
amined them, are almost invariably kept so negligently as 
to be useless as records, or else are entirely disregarded.” 








AMENDMENTS TO THE N. Y. MILITARY CODE. 


THE amendments to the Military Code were not expected 
until next week: but they were introduced by Senator Par- 
ker and Assembiyman Farquhar op Jan. 24. Briefly they 
allow the State to conform to the new tactics, and p-oviae 
that delinquency courts may be held for separate companies. 
They are from the Committee of the National Guard on 
the revision of the Military Code, more in detail. They 
amend Section 7 by permitting the Commander-in-Chief to 
change the organizition of the National Guard so asto 
conform to any organization of the Regular Army, now er 
hereafter adopted by the Government, for the instruction 
and government of the Army of the United States, and of 
the Militia of the United States. 

The Commander-in-Obief is empowered to increase the 
number of officers in any regiment, battery, or any other 
organization of the National Guard of New York to con- 
form to such Drill Regulations or tactics. It is further pro- 

to change the Military Code 80 as to allow each regi- 
ment of eight companies three adjutants, two assistant 
eur, ns, three majors D three sergeant majors, 
conforming to drill regulations;to provide that officers ofthe 
National Guard shall be paid by the State annually, upon 
certificate of the immediate commanding officer showing 
that they are fully uniformed, armea and equipped, as 
provided by the Code, the sum of $50 to mounted officers 
and $30 to foot officers. These must also certify, through 
the commanding officer, that they have performed their 
duty for the previous year. Another amendment provides 
Delinquency Courts for brigades, authorizing brigade com- 
manders to detail officers for permanent court service in 
their brigades, and designating the organizations over which 
such courts shall have jurisdiction, the object being to 
place the third and fourth brigades, so far as separate com- 
panies are concerned, on the same footing as regiments in the 
first, second and fourth brigades. Amendments providing 
for service of notice of orders for all duties and the simpli- 
fying of the system of warning men for service are also in- 

uded in the bill. 

All these amendments are very necessary, and should be- 

come a law.

THE GUARDS AS U. 8. TROOPS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal : 


Tue United States Army at the present time, numerically 
speuking, consists Of what in time of war would hardly 
make more than a division uoder the new Drill Regulatioas. 
In the event of war, the necessity of an army of greaser 
proportion would seem inevitable. The first step for the 
Government to take would be the enlistment of an army; 
the final * draw ” would, as a matter of cour-e, call out 
National Guard, the nucious of which may now be counted 
as 100,000 men. 

Toe militia or National Guard, its officers and enlisted 
men, are subject to the call of the President as Commander- 
in-Chief, notwithstanding the contentions to the contrary. 
This, however, is vague in the miads of the maj rity, their 
belief being that they will not be called upon to poy sh ~ | 
the border of their respective States, without first being 
consulted as to whether they wisb to comply with the jJe- 
mand of the Commander-io-Cnief, inferring that it is op- 
tional with them to do #6 they may feel most convenient. 
All who are familiar with the true conditioa, however, 
know this to be an erroneous inferenos. 

The National Gaard are, in fact, United States troops. 
Then why should we not be designated assuch? If we are 
the Nation's Guard, why should we not be designated as 
United States Guards? We have in the Guards of the vari- 
ous States the nucleus of ao army, drilled and disciplined in 
acoord with Army Regulations in most respects. Westrive 
to follow the example and customs of the Regular Army, its 
officers and men in ail that is military. Weare theo, in spirit 
and practice, as much as our civilian vocations will permit, 
soldiers ot the Uaited States, and, I may say, its future 
Army ; for, as the recent experiences in Pennsy!vania aod 
New York bave well demonstrated, we hold ourselves in 
readiness to respond at a moment's warning, leaviog ev 
civilian interest, to answer toa cail to duty. The time 
now near at band when a qonere mobilization of the Army 
and Guards, at the Columbian Exposition, will take place, 
at which every State in ‘he Union will be represented, Some 
will appear ia one style uoiform and others io some otber.
